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Brothers charged with murder of Perdue

Phillip M. Roberts, 33, and Thomas A. Roberts, 38, both of south 
Monticello, surrendered themselves to authorities at 6:15 Friday 
afternoon, September 21, after murder warrants were issued on them 
that morning. 

The brothers were wanted in connection to the death of James F. 
Perdue, 73, of Albany and are now in custody. 

Police first responded to a residence on Perdue Road, near the 
Clinton/Wayne County line on Thursday, September 20. 

According to a Kentucky State Police press release, Perdue was 
found dead at his residence by a friend at approximately 4:30 p.m. 

KSP Detective Russell Decker is investigating the alledged 
murder and the investigation is ongoing. 

Authorities issues warrants on the two suspects, and more than 
24 hours passed before they were arrested, during which time the 
Kentucky State Police issued press releases, descriptions of the 
suspects and a description of the vehicle they were believed to be 


driving. That vehicle was described as a 2000 black Chevy pickup 
truck. 

Included in the descriptions of the suspects was a warning that the 
men were believed to be armed and should be considered dangerous 
and should not be approached. 

In an updated press release issued on Monday morning, it was 
noted that the two suspects had turned themselves in to Clinton 
County Sheriff Rick Riddle Friday evening. An earlier press releasee 
had noted that the time of the arrest had been about 6:15 p.m. central 
time. 

According to a KSP press release, details of the investigation are 
not being released at this time, but the cause of death according to 
the preliminary autopsy results from the State Medical Examiner’s 
office indicate that Perdue died as a result of blunt force injuries to 
the head, neck and chest area and multiple stab wounds. 


Court deals with jail expenses, taping 
of meetings during meeting Tuesday 


Clinton County Fiscal Court 
held a “call” meeting Tues¬ 
day morning with all members 
present and a lighter than usual 
agenda. The meeting became a 
special session when last week’s 
regular meeting was cancelled 
due to the death of Circuit Judge 
Eddie C. Lovelace. 

After voting to pay claims 
and bills, Director of Emergency 
Services Lonnie Scott presented 
the court with final costs for 
new consoles that had been pur¬ 
chased for the 911 Dispatch with 


a Homeland Security grant. 

The grant amount was for 
$41,000 and the total cost of the 
equipment was $43,858, or just 
under $3,000 that the county 
would have to pay. 

Initially, County Treasurer 
Dallas Sidwell said “we don’t 
have the money” to cover the 
remaining $2,858 needed for the 
full purchase price. However, 
Scott noted the grant had been in 
the works for going on two years 
and the initial estimates for the 
equipment had gone up some. 


Following a brief discussion, 
the court opted to transfer the re¬ 
maining amount needed from the 
Occupational Tax Fund, which 
was approved during the treasur¬ 
er’s report (which also passed) 
and fund transfers. 

Magistrate Charlene King 
questioned the amount of rev¬ 
enue that is now in the OT fund. 
Sidwell noted that after the trans¬ 
fers approved at the meeting, 
there would be around $24,000

CCHS could begin offering bass fishing 
in lineup of competitive sports activities 


Fishing of any type, including bass fishing, 
has long been considered a sporting activity, but 
beginning this year, the Kentucky High School 
Athletic Association is allowing high schools in 
the state to adopt bass fishing as a competitive 
sport for males and females. 

For the first time, the KHSAA will sponsor 
both regional and state competitions for high 
schools who have bass fishing teams and Clin¬ 
ton County High School may become one of 
those schools. 

With the location between Dale Hollow and 
Lake Cumberland, it would only be natural that 
CCHS would offer the sport if enough things 
come together to form a bass fishing team, and, 
it seems that student interest is high. 


During the regular meeting of the Clinton 
County Board of Education earlier this month, 
CCHS Principal Sheldon Harlan and Athletic 
Director Mike Beard explained to Superinten¬ 
dent Charlotte Bernard and members of the 
board about what it would take to implement 
bass fishing as a sport, referring primarily to a 
long list of frequently asked questions and an¬ 
swers supplied recently by the KHSAA about 
the sport.

School board approves working budget 


Clinton County Board of Edu¬ 
cation approved the 2012-13 year 
working budget and took care of 
some other routine matters at 
a special call meeting Tuesday 
morning, September 25 with all 
members present. 

Superintendent Charlotte Ber¬ 
nard discussed the working bud¬ 
get, the final of three presented 
annually but the one that the dis¬ 
trict actually lives by throughout 
the fiscal year. 

The total budget for the 2012- 
13 fiscal year is $10,737,747.55. 

Bernard noted that although 
SEEK funds were up some, the 


amount in carryover funds was 
down, as well as other revenues 
in some areas, making for a tight¬ 
er than usual budget. 

The final budget, she noted, 
made up for some shortfalls from 
May projections. She also noted 
that some federal and state grant 
programs have ended and have 
not been refunded for this year. 

In relation to the budget, the 
board also approved a BG-1 
(Buildings and Grounds) fund 
transfer to the Capital Outlay 
fund to pay on the debt service. 

In other items, the board: 

* Approved Greg Wells as co¬ 


signer on checking accounts be¬ 
ginning September 25, 2012. 

* Approved an overnight trip 
for the volleyball team to travel 
to Lexington to attend a UK 
(women’s volleyball) game on 
Sunday, September 30. 

Following regular business, 
Superintendent Bernard conduct¬ 
ed a four-hour board work/train¬ 
ing session prior to the meeting 
being adjourned. 

The next regular meeting of 
the school board is scheduled for 
Monday, October 8 at 5 p.m. at 
the Central Office and is open to 
the general public.

Garlin Murl Conner featured in 
Kentucky Historical Society article

posite side from where the bear 
was) to the front yard, intending 
to distract the bear and to give his 
wife time to take the bear’s pic¬ 
ture. By the time he reached the 
front yard, the bear had crossed 
the front yard and was stepping 
on to their driveway at the end of 
Conner Street. 

At that instant, a neighbor, 
Wayne Hickman’s dog, began 
barking at the bear, and the bear 
turned and ran back across the 
side yard and disappeared into 
the woods behind the Albany 
United Church of the Nazarene. 
The bear was gone before Su¬ 
san could get a picture. Wayne’s 
wife, Shirley, was in her front 
yard, and she looked to see what 
her dog was barking at. She saw 
the bear running and Conner 
standing in his front yard. How¬ 
ever, Shirley just saw the bear for 
an instant, and did not realize it 
was a bear until she later spoke 
with the Conners. The bear has 
not been seen again. 

Black bears thrived in this 
area over 100 years ago; howev¬ 
er, logging and over-hunting led 
to their disappearance. 


Conner said the bear was 
young, but not full grown, and 
he estimated its weight at 200 
pounds. Conner reported that 
the bear ran at a very fast pace, 
and that there is no way a person 
could out run it. 

Residents are reminded that 
bears are protected by state and 
federal laws. Bears should not 
be fed. Pet food should be kept 
in a secure place and not left out¬ 
side overnight. Household trash 
should be secured. 

Conner, when asked if he had 
taken any security precautions 
since seeing the bear in his yard, 
replied, “Absolutely! I no longer 
take the trash out at night. I send 
my wife out with it.”

Let's Go Soul Winning

Every week I like to tell you about some exciting experience of soul win¬ 
ning; maybe my own, maybe another's. This week while I was preaching 
into my mind flashed an amazing incident that took place when I was a 
kid preacher in East Texas. 

When I was a kid preacher in college pastoring a country church, we 
used to conduct street meetings. (Nobody ever has really gotten humble 
until he has conducted street meetings. If you ever think you are a good 
preacher, go out on the street corner, start preaching and see how many 
folks will come to hear you.) There were two of us. We couldn't get a 
crowd. We tried everything to get a crowd. Believe it or not, one of us 
would sing and the other would preach. I would lead the singing one time 
(you might call it "singing"), and I would preach the next time (and when 
I would preach you might call it "preaching" too). Anyway, we tried to get 
a crowd. We were out in front of the Marshall Hotel. Nobody would stop 
to listen to us. We decided we would sing a duet. Well, that didn't bring 
anybody in; that sent folks away. Finally I said to my preacher buddy, 
"Look, let's draw a crowd!" 

He said, "What do you mean?" 

I said, "Let's just get in a fight. Let's get mad and slug each other. You 
get me down and I'll get you down and we'll just fight it out. I believe 
that way we can draw a crowd." So I screamed and said, "Don't you do 
that again!" 

He said, "I will if I want to!" 

I said, "One more word out of you and you are getting it right in the 
mouth!" 

By that time a few folks started coming around. So I hit him; he hit me. 
We didn't hit hard. We fell to the ground and started fighting. We gath¬ 
ered a crowd around. Then right when the crowd was the biggest I said to 
my buddy, "okay, now!" 

We jumped up and started preaching. We had five people saved. I 
wouldn't suggest you try that, but I can top that one. 

The same year I was preaching in a brush arbor revival. Maybe you do 
not know what a brush arbor is. Basically it is wooden posts and a roof 
made with some brush. I mean, tree limbs, etc. are used to make a brush 
top. Actually you aren't very protected if it rains, but it at least gives you 
a meeting place. I started out on Sunday night and didn't have over four 
or five people present. Monday night I couldn't get anybody. Tuesday 
night I couldn't get anybody. Finally after almost a week of not drawing a 
crowd, it dawned on me. Why don't I just set the thing on fire? It was get¬ 
ting dry anyway. I went out one night at service time and set the "church 
house" on fire; yes, I set the brush arbor on fire. I want you to know the 
flames went up high and the smoke was all over the neighborhood. The 
people got in their cars and drove to watch the fire. When they got there, 
I preached the Gospel and had two people saved! 

I have thought about this so much in the last week. Maybe if we would 
start a fight in our churches we would get folks to come. If we fought the 
Devil, sin, nudity, dirty X-rated movies, the dirty liquor traffic, dope, the 
co-educational dormitories in our colleges and the wickedness and evil 
that is sapping and ruining this nation, I sort of think we could draw a 
crowd! 

I will tell you something else too! You set the church on fire and you 
will draw a crowd. You can go out in any pasture you want and set and 
old barn on fire, and folks will come for miles to watch that barn burn. 
That's exactly what John Wesley said, "I just set myself on fire and folks 
come to watch me while I burn." God give us some preachers who fight, 
some preachers who are on fire and some churches who take a stand. 
These little mealy-mouthed, namby-pamby, go-easy, pink-tea-and- 
lemonade, rosewater churches won't draw crowds. A church that will 
take a stand will draw a crowd! 

You say, "Brother Hyles, what will I fight?" 

Brother, if you can't find anything to fight today, you are blind and 
deaf; either that or you are crazy! With all of the sin that is running 
rampant in this nation, God give us some preachers and churches on fire 
to fight the Devil. That's the way you draw a crowd!

Clinton County Grand Jury returns several 
indictments; Dyer indicted for DUI 


A Clinton County man under 
indictment for murder and other 
felony charges has had another 
indictment returned against him 
by a Clinton County Grand Jury, 
which convened in regular ses¬ 
sion last Monday, September 17. 

Ira B. Dyer, III, who is 
charged in relation to a vehicle 
accident that claimed the life of 
an elderly Clinton County wom¬ 
an last spring and injuries to oth¬ 
er passengers in the two vehicles 
involved, among other charges, 
was indicted on a sole count of 
DUI last week. 

The indictment alleges that on 
or about April 17, 2011, the de¬ 
fendant operated a motor vehicle 
while the alcohol concentration 
in his blood or breath was 0.08 
or more...or while he was under 
the influence of alcohol or when 
he was under the influence of any 
other substance or combination 
of substances which impaired his 
driving ability or while he was 
under the combined influence of 
alcohol and any other substance 
which impairs one’s driving abil¬ 
ity, this being his first such of¬ 
fense within a five-year period. 

The grand jury also handed 
down several other true bills in 
open Circuit Court last week, in-

Kentucky State Police will 
partner with the Dmg Enforce¬ 
ment Agency (DEA) on Sep¬ 
tember 29, 2012 in a collabora¬ 
tive effort to remove potentially 
dangerous controlled substances 
from home medicine cabinets. 
Collection activities will take 
place from 10:00 a.m. through 
2:00 p.m. in every KSP Post area 
across the state. 

Sgt. Rick Saint-Blancard, 
spokesperson for KSP, advised 
that the program is designed to 
be easy for citizens and offered 
the following tips for those inter¬ 


ested in participating: 

• Participants may dispose of 
medication in its original con¬ 
tainer or by removing the medi¬ 
cation from its container and 
disposing of it directly into the 
disposal box that will be located 
at the drop off site. 

• All solid dosage pharma¬ 
ceutical product and liquids in 
consumer containers may be ac¬ 
cepted. Liquid products, such 
as cough syrup, should remain 
sealed in their original container. 
The depositor should ensure that 
the cap is tightly sealed to pre¬ 


vent leakage. 

• Intra-venous solutions, in- 
jectibles, and syringes will not be 
accepted due to potential hazard 
posed by blood-borne pathogens. 

• Illicit substances such as 
marijuana or methamphetamine 
are not a part of this initiative 
and should not be placed in col¬ 
lection containers.

the team, it would be a high num¬ 
ber. 

Both Beard and Harlan also 
noted that bass fishing would be 
an option for some students who 
currently aren’t involved in any 
other organized sport at CCHS. 

Beard noted his primary con¬ 
cern was the local interest and 
whether or not enough people 
in the community would furnish 
boats for students to participate 
in the sport and that is something 
school officials are apparently 
gauging at the current time. 

Harlan and Beard addressed 
the board to basically explain 
the duties of a bass fishing coach 
but presented the board with the 
information that had been sup¬ 
plied about the sport from the 
KHSAA. Even that list will be 
updated as the new sport gets un¬ 
derway across the state. 

Such questions as liability 
insurance, costs associated with 
the sport and other issues were 
discussed and is all detailed in 
the Q and A information supplied 
by the athletic association. 

Both school officials also 
noted that although the actual 
described season would only be 
for a few weeks in the spring, 
primarily during the month of 
April, bass fishing teams at all 
the participating schools could 
compete in tournaments at any 
time throughout the school year. 

To supply detailed informa¬ 
tion about the new sport, the fol¬ 
lowing is the primary list of most 
frequently asked questions—and 
the answers—from the Kentucky 
High School Athletic Associa¬ 
tion. 

* Is the KHSAA now spon¬ 
soring a Bass Fishing champion¬ 
ship? 

Yes, in 2012-13, competition 
will be held in a single division, 
with appropriate assignments to 
regions once participation num¬ 
bers are determined. 

* With the KHSAA now 
sponsoring a Bass Fishing cham¬ 
pionship, does that make Bass 


Fishing exactly the same as all 
other sports and activities within 
the school? 

The management of individu¬ 
al teams within a school is a local 
decision. School administrators 
will decide about issues such as 
compensation, travel allowances 
and other benefits in compliance 
with federal, state and locally ad¬ 
opted policies. Nothing about the 
KHSAA adding this sport activ¬ 
ity makes anything “automatic” 
within a school or school district. 

* How is Bass Fishing going 
to be managed within the KH¬ 
SAA? 

The Commission will appoint 
an Assistant Commissioner to be 
the day-to-day liaison for Bass 
Fishing within the office. An Ad¬ 
visory Committee will also be 
appointed to help with the imple¬ 
mentation and management of 
the championship. 

* Where will all the rules be 
printed about the Bass Fishing 
championship? 

Each August, the KHSAA 
produces its handbook, which 
includes Tournament Rules for 
all sports and sporting activities. 
When finalized, these rules will 
be published in the handbook, 
placed on the KHSAA website, 
and distributed to the member 
schools. 

* How does a school get a 
boat? 

Any volunteer your school 
administration finds acceptable 
may provide a boat. Each school 
will simply be responsible for 
ensuring there is a boat provid¬ 
ed, with an adult driver. The boat 
owner shall provide proof of li¬ 
ability insurance or verification 
that the owner’s homeowners 
insurance has provisions for boat 
coverage. 

Additionally, The Bass Feder¬ 
ation has numerous clubs across 
the state that have offered their 
services to the schools as have 
individuals from the B.A.S.S. 
Federation Nation. A list of these 
clubs and organizations as well 
as contact information will be 
posted on the KHSAA web site. 

* Are there requirements for 
students? 

Each student must possess a 
currently valid Kentucky fishing 
license and become a member of 


the Student Angler Federation. 
The fee is $25 and includes all 
necessary liability insurance. 

* What about insurance for 
fishing? 

Membership in the Student 
Angler Federation provides in¬ 
surance coverage for all team 
activities throughout the mem¬ 
bership term. 

* Are there restrictions on the 
use of motor(s) or the speed of 
the boat? 

No student will be allowed 
to operate the outboard motor of 
the boat. Either a student or the 
coach (or other permitted person 
if it is the boat owner) may oper¬ 
ate the trolling motor. The boat 
must observe all posted state and 
local speed restrictions. If no 
such restrictions are in place, the 
speed limit shall be 35 miles per 
hour. 

* What are the restrictions on 
actions by coaches during the 
competition? 

The captain/coach of the boat 
may make suggestions but may 
not fish in any respect, including 
tying lures, netting fish, and han¬ 
dling fish or gear. 

* What happens to the fish af¬ 
ter competition? 

The total weight for each of 
the five (5) fish limited to that 
boat will count for the team total 
of that tournament. All fish will 
be released immediately after 
weigh-in. Dead fish will have a 
1/2 pound deduction and cannot 
count as the large fish for that 
boat. 

* When is the first date of 
practice? 

The first official date of prac¬ 
tice for Bass Fishing will be 21 
days prior to the regional com¬ 
petition for each school. This 
is solely to define a period for 
catastrophic insurance. There 
will not be a designated season 
for Bass Fishing. Team members 
and coaches may compete in oth¬ 
er fishing tournaments through¬ 
out the year. 

* What is the maximum num¬ 
ber of Bass Fishing competi¬ 
tions? 

There will be no maximum 
number of competitions as this 
sport will not have a specifically 
defined season due to constantly 
changing availability of fish in 


Kentucky’s lakes, rivers and 
streams. 

* When does the Bass Fishing 
season end? 

The defined season ends 
for Bass Fishing with the State 
Championship. Team members 
and coaches may compete in oth¬ 
er fishing competitions through¬ 
out the year. 

* Will there be a limit on team 
size for Bass Fishing? 

No. There are not team size 
limits in any KHSAA sport or 
sport activity. However, indi¬ 
vidual competitions will likely 
limit the number of competitors 
in a given division or within a de¬ 
fined competition area. 

* Coaches requirements: All 
coaches must meet KHSAA 
Minimum Coaching Require¬ 
ments including coach educa¬ 
tion requirements, Sports Safety 
and Concussion, KHSAA/NFHS 
Rules Clinic. This includes fac¬ 
ulty and non-faculty coaches and 
any other individual involved in 
Bass Fishing—specific training 
and these individuals must be 
listed on the KHSAA Coaching 
Registry. 

* Who will assign the judges 
for Region/State? 

Judges/Officials will be as¬ 
signed by the KHSAA. 

* Who will train judges? 

Judges will be trained by the 

KHSAA with the assistance of 
appropriate outside authorities. 

* When will KHSAA Region 
Bass Fishing Competition be 
held? 

Region competitions will be 
held during April of each year. 

* What is the entry fee for re¬ 
gion competition? 

There is no entry fee to partic¬ 
ipate in the KHSAA competition. 

* How will funds be divided 
from Region Competitions? 

If there are any surplus funds 
from receipts at region competi¬ 
tions, funds from receipts shall 
be divided based upon agree¬ 
ment of the schools in the region. 
Should a written policy not be in 
place, they shall be divided even¬ 
ly following expenses. 

* What are the competition 
divisions for the Bass Fishing 
championships? 

All competition will be in one 
division. 


* Are there other safety re¬ 
quirements specifically for re¬ 
gion and state competition? 

All participants and boat driv¬ 
ers must wear a coast guard ap¬ 
proved life jacket the entire time 
they are on the water. Protective 
eye wear is mandated for all 
participants in the boat, includ¬ 
ing the driver. All boats must go 
through a safety check prior to 
start of the tournament. 

* Can a school enter multiple 
teams in the region competition? 

Yes. 

* What and who comprise a 
boat for the competition? 

The two competing students 
and a coach meeting the quali¬ 
fication and designated by the 
member school comprise the 
boat for the tournament. 

* When is the 2013 KHSAA 
State Bass Fishing Competition? 

The State Competition will be 
held during the period of April 
25 to April 28, hosted by Murray 


State University and held at Fand 
Between the Fakes. 

* Who advances to State 
Competition? 

Qualification standards for the 
state tournament will be devel¬ 
oped in the coming months and 
detailed on the KHSAA web site. 

* Withdrawal from the State 
Competition. 

Any school that participates in 
the region competition and then 
withdraws from the state compe¬ 
tition after having qualified, will 
be ineligible to enter the region 
competition for a period of not 
less than two years. 

The Clinton County Board of 
Education, after hearing the pre¬ 
sentation from principal Harlan 
and athletic director Beard, are 
now considering the prospects of 
initiating Bass Fishing as a sport 
and possibly hiring a coach if 
they choose to begin a program 
locally. A decision may be made 
as early as the board’s next regu¬ 
lar meeting on October 8.

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A second trial for Hope White 
was set to begin Monday in 
Wayne Circuit Court, but follow¬ 
ing a morning of motions before 
Circuit Judge Vernon Miniard, 
Jr., the proceeding was delayed. 

Members of the circuit and 
district jury reported for duty 
on Monday morning but were 
excused until after lunch, while 
several other matters were con¬ 
sidered. 

Apparently, defense attorneys 
had requested a continuance 
in the case due to “unforeseen 
developments.” Miniard granted 
the continuance and set the case 
for trial for February 28, 2013. 

Jurors were excused from the 
case when they returned to the 
courtroom Monday afternoon. 

White is charged with murder 
in connection with the July 2008 
stabbing death of Julie Hicks 
Burchett. Burchett was found 
dead in her car on July 19, 2008. 
White was arrested approximate¬ 
ly a year later and charged with 
the crime. 

A local jury found White 
guilty of the charge in April 
2010, but in December 2011, 
the Kentucky Supreme Court 
overturned the conviction and 
granted White a new trial. 

The ruling stated that the trial 
court erred in White’s case by 
denying her request for a jury 
instruction that included first 
degree manslaughter. 

With the second trial date ap¬ 
proaching, attorneys for White 
had entered a motion for change 
of venue, asking the case be re¬ 
tried in Russell County. 

The motion was heard in 
Russell County on Wednesday, 
September 12 and was denied by 
Miniard. 

The Wayne County Airport 
has received grant funding for 
fuel tax replacement and relo¬ 
cation. The local facility will 
receive $373,760 in Federal 


Aviation Administration funding, 
according to an announcement 
made last week by Governor 
Steve Beshear. 

It was one of two projects 
awarded FAA funding. The 
Bluegrass Airport in Lexington 
received a $2.7 million grant to 
construct a new runway. 

“Across the Commonwealth, 
our airports are invaluable assets 
for economic development, com¬ 
merce and passenger travel,” said 
Beshear. “Keeping our airports 
safe and up to date is vital to our 
economy and quality of life and 
FAA funding is indispensable for 
that purpose.” 

The project at the Wayne 
County Airport will include 
relocating existing fuel tanks 
between the terminal building 
and the aircraft parking area. The 
relocation includes replacing one 
of the fuel tanks that has reached 
its useful life. 

The project will alleviate air¬ 
craft ground movement conges¬ 
tion during refueling operations. 

The grant will also fund a run¬ 
way obstruction study to identify 
obstructions in the Runway 03/ 
21 approach and provide an esti¬ 
mated cost for future mitigation. 



A Russell Springs man appar¬ 
ently fell more than 70 feet to 
his death over the weekend just 
outside Jamestown, according to 
the Kentucky State Police. 

Waylon G. Atchley, also 
known as Waylon Polston, 32, 
died from multiple injuries sus¬ 
tained in the accidental fall, ac¬ 
cording to preliminary autopsy 
results which were released last 
Monday afternoon. 

Atchley’s body was found at 
the bottom of Indian Cave Hill 
Road, just east of Jamestown late 
last Sunday morning, September 
16. 

Russell County Deputy 
Coroner Troy Harris pronounced 
Atchley dead shortly after noon 


Sunday. 

Detective Jamie Richard of 
the Kentucky State Police and 
Harris investigated the incident. 

Dispatch contacted KSP at ap¬ 
proximately 11:35 a.m. on Sun¬ 
day in reference to a body being 
found at the bottom of Indian 
Cave Hill Road. 

An autopsy was performed 
on Monday at the State Medical 
Examiner’s office in Frankfort. 

Toxicology results and a final 
autopsy report are pending but 
the death appears to be acciden¬ 
tal in nature and no foul play is 
suspected. 

Local and state law enforce¬ 
ment and fire officials worked 
the scene on Sunday. 

Donning gloves and replete 
with all the trash bags they could 
use, volunteers gathered this past 
Saturday to take part in the annu¬ 
al effort to clean up the shores of 
Lake Cumberland in the 23rd an¬ 
nual Lake Cumberland Cleanup. 

In all, 466 volunteers were 
able to gather a total of 1,818 
bags of garbage and an amazing 
447 tires, said event coordinator 
for the lake’s west side, Debbie 
Schumann. 

Overall the numbers are down 
a bit, but that’s not necessarily a 
bad thing. Last year 570 volun¬ 
teers were able to collect 2,118 
bags of garbage. 

“I guess it’s a good thing, 
that there’s just less trash out 
there, that we’re getting more 
and more trash every year,” 
Schumann said, meaning that as 
they pick up every year they’re 
getting more of the older debris 
and more of the trash picked up 
truly from being deposited there 
last year. 

“Just about all the groups did 
mention to me that it was harder 
to find the trash and the tires,” 
said Schumann, “so that’s a good 
thing.” 

The coordination of groups 
for the annual lake cleanup is 
led by The Friends of Lake 
Cumberland, formed in 1990 as a 
group of concerned citizens with 
a goal of maintaining the beauty 
of Lake Cumberland through re¬ 
moval of debris and litter along 
the shoreline. 


Over that period of time, the 
group has collected, with the 
new numbers added, 91,372 bags 
of trash, 18,217 tires, and 11,483 
volunteers. 

That amount of tires alone, 
placed end to end, would reach 
almost nine miles, or reach from 
the Jamestown square to the 
intersection of Hwy. 127 and 
Hwy. 80 and halfway back to the 
Jamestown square. 

After their day of hard work 
trolling the shorelines looking 
for trash from 9 a.m. to 2 p.m., 
volunteers gathered at 3 p.m. for 
a reward of a cookout, prizes and 
appreciation at the State Park. 

All volunteers and groups 
received a lot of appreciation 
for keeping the lake so clean, but 
noted that the first place small 
group winner actually collected 
the most trash. 

The Danny Brown family has 
taken up the responsibility of 
cleaning up the lake for years, but 
their group fell just under the 16 
members that would have made 
them a large group, and therefore 
the large group winner. Not that 
they do it for the $250 prize, be¬ 
cause every year they donate the 
money right back to the Friends 
of Lake Cumberland. 

Schumann, who has headed 
up the cleanup coordination 
since 2007, will be turning over 
the reins to someone else. 

“I will continue to volunteer, 
but lucky for me Bernadette 
Leveridge sounds like she’s very 
excited and willing and able to 
take over my major duties as 
coordinator, so I’m excited,” 
said Schumann, who said she’d 
be there every step of the way 
to help Leveridge get comfort¬ 
able with the highly coordinated 
event. 

The Friends of Lake 
Cumberland could not put on 
such an event, vital to keeping 
the lake in pristine conditions 
which in turn keeps it as an 
inviting opportunity for tourists 
and locals alike, without the 
dedicated efforts not only of vol¬ 
unteers but also of the generous 
donations of money and equip¬ 
ment from a wide range of local 
businesses. 

Schumann expressed that 


she and the Friends of Lake 
Cumberland want to thank 
everyone who made the 2012, 
23rd annual Lake Cumberland 
Cleanup a success. Anyone in¬

You 
never know what’s going to hap¬ 
pen with our guys or their guys.” 

Clinton County went into the 
locker room at halftime, down by 
20 points, 26-6. 

“I told my guys at halftime 
that we are still in the ball game,” 
Miller said. “We came out in the 
third quarter flat. They came out 
and put it on us in the second 
half.” 

During past seasons, Miller 
said his team had been plagued 
with turnovers. This season, he 
said his team is getting better at 
holding on to the football. 

“Turnovers are minimal,” 
Miller said. “Our goal is to ob¬ 
viously have zero turnovers per 
game. We usually have one or 
two. Last year I think we aver¬ 
aged about five per game. This 
year, the most we’ve had is three. 
That’s come way down. Tristan 
(Lehman) is finally seeing the 
passing game. I think that will be 
to our benefit in the stretch of the 
season. We still have to be able 
to execute.” 

This Friday night, Clinton 
County will host district rival 
Glasgow with kick off at 7 p.m. 

“They’ve lost their last two 
games. I think Monroe County 
and Somerset beat them and 
both of them are pretty strong 
opponents,” Miller said. “They 
are still going to be a very tough 


opponent for us and we are still 
not in their league yet, but we are 
going to go out and play the best 
we can. In order for us to win, we 
have to have a whole lot of things 
go right for us and a whole lot of 
things go wrong for them. If we 
go out and play with the desire 
and heart we need, then we will 
have some good things come out 
of this.” 

Miller said last season, 
Glasgow’s first four plays against 
the Bulldogs were touchdowns. 

“They were phenomenal last 
year,” Miller said. “They have 


lost a few key guys ... they are 
still going to be strong.” 

Clinton County’s next game 
will be the third of four straight 
home games this season and 
Clinton County will wrap up 
its home season on October 7 
against Middlestown, Ohio. 

Miller said its good to have the 
home games when the weather 
isn’t too cold, so it gives people a 
chance to come to the games and 
enjoy their Friday nights.

prior to the next quarter year’s 
collections. 

Tracy Reed with the Depart¬ 
ment of Corrections then gave 
a cost analysis of the Clinton 
County Jail, as requested earlier 
by the court. 

Reed noted that the local fa¬ 
cility, one of only four Life Safe¬ 
ty jails still open in the state, has 
a capacity for 19 inmates and that 
has been the average at the jail 
over the past months. However, 
the average county inmate popu¬ 
lation is 33, which means about 
14 per month are being housed at 
other detention facilities. 

The local jail currently has 
seven full-time and seven part- 
time employees and Reed recom¬ 
mended that the jail should have 
all 14 employees as full-time, 
noting the work load at the jail 

Some other suggestions for 
cost savings, according to Reed, 
may be privatizing the food ser¬ 
vice which may save some mon¬ 
ey. 

Reed also noted that at least 
three people should be on duty at 
all times and said that all jail per¬ 
sonnel should be sworn deputies. 
She also recommended lessening 
the duties on the current chief 
deputy, who currently does an 
array of different jobs at the jail. 

In reference to having all 
14 jail employees be full-time, 
Magistrate Larry Hatfield also 
asked, “Are you going to recom¬ 
mend funding (to pay the full¬ 
time salaries).” 

Hatfield and other magistrates 
also said they thought Reed was 
going to do a cost comparison 
based on the cost of keeping the 
jail open or closing the facility. 

Reed said she would be glad 
to do such a cost comparison 
analysis, but that the county 
would need to contact other jails 
and get a contract amount on 
how much they would charge to 
house local inmates if the local 
facility were to be closed. 

County Judge Lyle Huff and 
Jailer Gene Lerrill also noted 
there were a lot of variables that 


go into other jails accepting other 
county’s prisoners, such as those 
with high medical expenses, in¬ 
mates that may be suicidal or 
those who would cause trouble 
and be turned away from other 
jails. 

The court agreed to check into 
contract prices with other area 
jails and supply that information 
to the Department of Corrections 
so a cost analysis comparison on 
keeping the jail open or closing 
it, could be made. 

County Attorney Michael 
Rains addressed the court about 
providing insurance for two of¬ 
fice staff who work with child 
support. Rains said he would 
pay the employees from his 
own budget at $640 per month 
and reimburse the county. Trea¬ 
surer Sidwell noted that he had 
checked into the matter and 
Rains could write the check for 
the insurance directly to the com¬ 
pany and send it in with regular 
court claims and bills. 

A motion to allow the County 
Attorney to provide insurance 
for the two employees passed by 
unanimous vote. 

The court, on a motion by 
Hatfield, voted to appoint Ja¬ 
mie Sparks as a member of the 
Clinton County Public Library 
Board. 

The court then briefly dis¬ 
cussed having fiscal court meet¬ 
ings videotaped. 

Magistrate Charlene King had 
made a formal request that the 
issue be put on the agenda and 
said she knew of a person who 
would do the taping of the meet¬ 
ings, that being J.T. Hadley, if the 
court agreed to it. 

Hatfield made a motion to 
have Hadley address a future 
meeting of the court and make a 
presentation, adding he felt that 
all public meetings of govern¬ 
ing bodies, or taxing districts be 
taped.

Inventor Rudolph Diesel vanishes 

September 29, 1913 

On this day in 1913, Rudolf Diesel, inventor of the engine that bears his name, disappeared from the 
steamship Dresden while traveling from Antwerp, Belgium to Harwick, England. On October 10, a 
Belgian sailor aboard a North Sea steamer spotted a body floating in the water; upon further investigation, 
it turned out that the body was Diesel’s. There was, and still remains, a great deal of mystery surrounding 
his death. It was officially judged a suicide, but many people believed that Diesel was murdered. 

Diesel patented a design for his engine on February 28, 1892 and called his invention a “compression 
ignition engine” that could burn any fuel and needed no ignition system. It ignited by introducing fuel 
into a cylinder full of air that had been compressed to an extremely high pressure and was extremely 
hot. By 1912, there were more than 70,000 diesel engines working around the world, mostly in factories 
and generators. Eventually, Diesel’s engine would revolutionize the railroad industry; after World War 
II, tmcks and buses also started using diesel-type engines that enabled them to carry heavy loads more 
economically. 

At the time of Diesel’s death, he was on his way to England to attend the ground breaking of a new 
diesel-engine plant, and to meet with the British Navy about installing his engine on their submarines. 
Conspiracy theories began almost immediately after his death, but it is more likely that Diesel did throw 
himself overboard. As it turns out, he was nearly broke, but the mystery will probably never be solved. 


Gunman kills five students at Amish school 

October 2, 2006 

Charles Roberts enters the West Nickel Mines Amish School in Nickel Mines, Pennsylvania, where 
he fatally shoots five female students and wounds five more before turning his gun on himself and 
committing suicide. 

Charles Carl Roberts, IV, a 32 year old milk truck driver from a nearby town, entered the one-room 
schoolhouse at around 10:30 a.m. armed with an arsenal of weapons, ammunition, tools, and other items 
including toilet paper that indicated he planned for the possibility of a long standoff. He forced the 15 
boys and several women with infants inside the school to leave and made the 11 girls present line up 
against the blackboard. Police were contacted about the hostage situation at approximately 10:30 a.m. 
When they arrived at the schoolhouse a short time later, Roberts had barricaded the school doors with 
boards he had brought with him and tied up his hostages. Roberts spoke briefly with his wife by cell 
phone and said he was upset with God over the death of his baby daughter in 1997. He also told her 
he had molested two girls 20 years earlier and was having fantasies about molesting children again. At 
approximately 11 a.m., Roberts spoke with a 911 dispatcher and said if the police didn’t leave he’d start 
shooting. Seconds after, he shot five of the students. When authorities stormed the schoolhouse, Roberts 
shot himself in the head. 

Roberts, a father of three, had no criminal history or record of mental illness. Additionally, his family 
knew nothing about his claims that he had molested two young female relatives. The Amish Community, 
known for their religious devotion, as well as wearing traditional clothing and shunning certain modem 
conveniences, consoled Roberts’ wife in the wake of the tragedy; some members even attended his 
funeral. Ten days after the shootings, the Amish tore down the schoolhouse and eventually built a new 
one nearby.

Another bear makes mistake of raiding Joe SprouVs ice box 

Bears just keep raiding Joe Sprouls’ ice box. Two summers ago, Sprouls, a chauffeur and cook for Col. 
Huston Whiteside of Hutchinson, Kansas, was widely publicized for his feat in dropping a huge bear 
with one shot from a .38 calibre pistol after he found the bear making off with a hunk of ham. Sprouls 
saw another bear in the back yard with a bowl of pancake batter between his legs. Once again he ran 
for his gun. “You might miss,” said the Colonel, “then we would be in a jam.” The colonel called an 
employee of State Game department, who tried to capture the bear alive. He later shot the bear but failed 
to kill it. Three more shots killed the bear after he had climbed a tree. “Deadeye” Sprouls is still worried. 
He thinks perhaps the mother of the two year old bear is still in the neighborhood. “I’m not going to that 
ice box again without I’m armed,” he said. 

Sprouls is the son of Mrs. Betty Sprouls of this county and a brother to Ed Sprouls and Mrs. J. A. 
“Dude” Miller. 


Kentucky Facts and Trivia 

Frederick Vinson who was born in Louisa, Kentucky served the United States in all three branches 
of government and was the most prominent member of the Vinson political family. In the legislative 
branch, he was an elected member of the United States House of Representatives for 12 years. In the 
executive branch, he was the Secretary of Treasury under President Harry S. Truman. In the judicial 
branch, he was the 13th Chief Justice of the United States, appointed by President Truman. 

Although it has been written that Vinson was born in jail in Louisa, he actually was born in a red brick 
home in front of the Lawrence County Jail where his father was jailer. As a child he helped his father in 
the jail and made friends with prisoners who would remember his kindness. 

He graduated from Kentucky Normal School in 1908 and attended Centre College, graduating at the 
top of his class. He became a lawyer in Louisa and first ran for and was elected to office as the City 
Attorney. He joined the Army World War I and upon his return was elected Commonwealth’s Attorney 
for the 32nd Judicial District. 

In his time on the Supreme Court, he wrote 77 opinions for the court and 13 dissents. His most dramatic 
dissent was when the court voided President Truman’s seizure of the steel industry during a strike in a 
June 3, 1952 decision, Youngstown Sheet and Tube Co. v. Sawyer. His final public appearance at the 
court was when he read the decision not to review the conviction and death sentence of Julius and Ethel 
Rosenberg. After Justice William O. Douglas granted a stay of execution to the Rosenbergs at the last 
moment, Chief Justice Vinson sent special flights out to bring vacationing justices back to Washington 
in order to ensure the execution of the Rosenbergs. The Vinson court also gained infamy for its refusal 
to hear the appeal of the Hollywood Ten in their 1947 Contempt of Congress charge. As a result, all ten 
would serve a year in jail for involving their First Amendment right of free association before the House 
Un-American Activities Committee. His court dealt with racial segregation, labor unions, communism, 
and loyalty oaths. As Chief Justice, he swore in Truman and Dwight D. Eisenhower as Presidents. 

Vinson died suddenly and unexpectedly from a heart attack early on the morning of September 8, 
1953 at the age of 63 and is interred in Pinehill Cemetery in Louisa. 
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Preliminary statistics* indi¬ 
cate that nine people died in nine 
separate crashes on Kentucky’s 
roadways from Monday, Sept. 17 
through Sunday, Sept. 23, 2012. 

Five of the victims were trav¬ 
eling in motor vehicles and three 
were not wearing seat belts. One 
single fatality crash occurred in 
each of the following counties: 
Grant, Grayson, Jefferson, Mc¬ 
Creary and Meade. The fatality 
in Jefferson County involved the 
use of alcohol. 

One fatality was the result of 
a motorcycle crash in Jefferson 
County. 

Two fatalities were the result 
of ATV crashes: one in Fayette 
County and one in Perry County. 
Both victims were not wearing 
helmets. The fatality in Perry 
County involved the use of alco¬ 
hol. 

One bicycle rider was killed 
in Daviess County.

Through Sept. 23, prelimi¬ 
nary statistics* indicate that 523 
people have lost their lives on 
Kentucky roadways during 2012. 
This is three more than reported 
for this time period in 2011. Of 
the 404 motor vehicle fatalities, 
230 victims were not wearing 
seat belts. Of the 62 motorcycle 
fatalities, 32 were not wearing a 
helmet. Nine of the 10 ATV fa¬ 
talities were not wearing a hel¬ 
met. Forty-two pedestrians, one 
scooter/moped rider and four bi¬ 
cycle riders have been killed. A 
total of 92 fatalities have resulted 
from crashes involving the sus¬ 
pected use of alcohol.

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Beware of cyanide 
(prussic acid) poisoning

With the start of fall comes the risk of cyanide poisoning in 
ruminants. Cyanide, prussic acid, hydrogen cyanide or hydrocyanic 
acid poisoning are all terms describing the same condition. A number 
of common plants, including sudangrass, johnsongrass, sorghums 
and sorghum-sudangrass hybrids contain cyanogenic glycosides in 
the outer cells of the plant. Further inside the leaf tissue are the 
enzymes needed to convert these compounds to the cyanide poison. 
When the plant undergoes a stressful event such as cutting, wilting, 
freezing, drought, crushing, trampling, chewing or chopping, 
the plant cells rupture which allows the cyanogenic compounds 
and the enzymes to combine and produce hydrogen cyanide gas. 
Ruminants also have microflora in the rumen capable of converting 
the cyanogenic compounds in the plant into cyanide. The toxic gas 
goes to the bloodstream and blocks a necessary step in the release of 
oxygen from red blood cells. The animal essentially dies from lack 
of oxygen. Clinical signs of cyanide poisoning can occur within 
minutes to hours after consuming the toxic forage. Usually the 
affected animals are found dead but, if observed early, may show 
rapid, difficult breathing, frothing at the mouth, muscle tremors, 
staggering and then collapse. The mucous membranes (such as the 
gums) are bright pink and the blood can be a bright cherry red color. 

It is important to recognize and avoid situations in which these 
forages pose a danger to livestock. Cattle and other ruminants 
should only graze sorghum, sorghum hybrids, or johnsongrass when 
the plants have reached at least 18-24 inches in height. Do not graze 
plants with young tillers. Do not graze these plants during drought 
periods when growth is severely reduced or the plant is wilted or 
twisted and wait at least one week after rainfall to resume grazing. 
Do not graze at night when frost is likely. Frost allows conversion to 
hydrogen cyanide within the plant. Do not graze for two weeks after 
a non-killing (>28 degrees) frost. It is best not to allow ruminants to 
graze after a light frost as this is an extremely dangerous time and it 
may be several weeks before the cyanide potential subsides. Do not 
graze after a killing frost until plant material is completely dry and 
brown. 

If a high cyanide is suspected in forages, do not graze or feed as 
green chop. If cut for hay, allow at least 72 hours or longer before 
baling so that the cyanide will dissipate. Allow thorough drying 
because toxicity can be retained in cool or moist weather. Delay 
feeding silage 6 to 8 weeks following ensiling.
